Be ae, Liquid Air. 
,. A-French Savani has recently given a most 
Successful demonstration at the Museum ‘of 
Natural Uistary of the qualities of liquefied air. 
By enormous Pressure, he reached a tempera- 
ture of minus’ 180 centigrade. The liquefied 
air was contained in a double-sized silyer- 
covered bottle and did not evaporate. Experi- 
ments with india-rubber bottles showed that 
they became as hard and brittle asglass, The 
rubber could be pulverised, but became astic. 
again when the air was evaporated. Similar 
results. were shown in the case of butcher's 
meat. M. d'Arsonval showed a becf steak 
dipped in liquefied air and then let it fall on 
‘the ‘floor, where it sounded like a stone and 
broke to pieces. It was eventually reduced to 
a pink powder, easy to masticate and assimi- 
late, and likely to be of important service in 
hospitals. Ice dipped in liquefied air cut glass 
like a diamond, mercury became hard us anti- 
mony. Metals, especially steel, had their 
qualities increased tenfold by the application 
of liqueficd air. Conducting wires could be 
reduced to a hair's breadth in thickness, and 
.Temain as strong as enormous cables. It 
cannot, howevet, do anything to preserve meat, 
as it is in no way antiseptic, and will not kili 
microbes. Moreover, it is’ naw ‘five times 
dearer than ice, nor can it be used for motor 
carriages or submarines boats, because, when 
heated, it is such a powertul explosive that no 
metal yet known could resist its shocks, 


The China Prize Money.
